PEARS HF DX Contest 

The aim is to encourage amateurs to work DX. The contest takes place on the second 
Sunday in November - 11 November from 12:00 to 16:00 UTC (14:00 to 18:00 CAT), with phone 
only activity on 20 and 15 metres. 

Participation can be as a Single operator: base station or field station or a Multi opera- 
tor: base station or field station. You may use the maximum power permitted according to the 
regulations in the country you are operating from. Each contact counts one point and a station 
may be contacted once on each band. 

There is a multiplier of two if operating a field station and a multiplier of two if using a 
non-gain antenna with reference to a dipole. In addition, a multiplier of the number of countries 
contacted. The exchange is your call sign and a RS report. 

A certificate will be awarded to the winner in each category, provided that there are at 
least three entries in that category. Logs must be sent to PEARS, PO Box 10402, Linton Grange, 
Port Elizabeth or e-mailed to contest peham.co.za. The closing date for log submissions is 30 
November 


How many contests are there throughout the year? 

Well, there are rather a lot! In 2012, the Contest Corral database tracks 440 different 
contests. The online WA7BNM and SM3CER contest calendars have even more, especially sprint 
and regional contests in Europe. Of the 440 tracked in Contest Corral, 326 (7475) are HF-only 
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and 35 (8%) only use the VHF+ bands. 73% feature CW - the most popular contest mode by 
nearly 2-to-1 over Phone (46%) and Digital (37%). Even though there are 22 more contests this 
year, the proportion of CW:Phone:Digital remains almost exactly the same. 


Word to the Wise 


Retired Emergency Room physician, Alan, K6SRZ, writes, "Here's my contest advice:

2012 CQ WW Phone logs 

24 hours after the end of the contest, the CQ WW committee had received well over 4 
000 log submissions. In 48 hours, the total exceeded 5 100 logs. Moreover, as of yesterday, 
they had received 7 712 logs containing 5,2 million QSOs - that's just awesome! I would say 
that the new shorter log submission deadline has not proven to be a barrier to participation or 
sending in a log.

1631 - Pierre Gassendi observes transit of Mercury predicted by Kepler

SARL National Field Day 


The aim of the SARL National Field Day is to work as many stations as 
possible and in doing so to learn to operate in abnormal situations in less than 
optimal conditions. A premium is placed on developing skills to meet the chal- 
lenges of emergency preparedness as well as to acquaint the general public 
with the capabilities of Amateur Radio. 

The second leg of the Field Day will take place between 10:00 UTC on 
Saturday 17 November and 10:00 UTC on Sunday 18 November 2012 with ac- 
tivity on 160, 80, 40, 20, 15 and 10 metres using Phone, CW and Digital modes. Phone, CW and 
Digital modes on a band are considered as separate bands. A station may be worked only once 
per band under this rule. There is no limitation to the number of transmitters or receivers that 
may be employed. The use of more than one transmitter at the same time ona single band-mode 
is prohibited. 

You and/or your Club can participate as follows: 

Class A - Field Station -Multi operator: Such stations must be located in places that are 
not regular station locations and must comply with the requirements of a field station as de- 
fined in the general section of rules. A single licensee or trustee for the entry is responsible for 
the group entry. All equipment (including antennas) must lie within a circle whose diameter does 
not exceed 500 metres. All contacts must be made with transmitter(s) and receiver(s) operating 
independent of commercial power mains. 

Class B - Field Station -Multi operator - QRP: All contacts must be made using an output 
power of 5 Watts or less. Other provisions are the same as Class A. 

Class C - Field Station -Single Operator: Such stations must be located in places that 
are not regular station locations and must comply with the requirements of a field station as 
defined in the general section of rules. All equipment (including antennas) must lie within a circle 
whose diameter does not exceed 500 metres. All contacts must be made with transmitter(s) and 
receiver(s) operating independent of commercial power mains. 

Class D - Field Station -Single Operator - QRP: All contacts must be made using an out- 
put power of 5 Watts or less. Other provisions are the same as Class C. 

Class E - General stations: Stations operating from permanent or licensed station loca- 
tions using commercial power. 

Only one call sign per station is permitted. In the case of multi-operator stations using 
more than one transmitter, all operators shall use the same call sign. 

Establishment of Stations. Equipment for Field Stations may only be set up in the 24 
hours prior to the starting time of the contest. This restriction applies to antennas, masts, tow- 
ers and transmitting equipment, but excludes accommodation such as a caravan, tent, etc. Once 
a Field Station has been established at a site, it may not move to an alternative site after the 
contest starts. 

The exchange is the number of transmitters, Field Day operating Class and Province. Ex- 
amples - A three-transmitter class A field station in Gauteng would send "3A GP" on CW or "3 
Alpha - Golf Papa" on Phone. A general station using a single transceiver located in Cape Town 
would give the following exchange "1E WC" on CW or "1 Echo - Whiskey Charlie" on phone. DX 
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stations send operating class and the term DX (i.e. "1E DX"). Refer to general section for two 
letter abbreviations for South African provinces. 

Scores are based on the total number of QSO points x the power multiplier x the num- 
ber of provinces worked x the class multiplier. 

QSO Points: Each contact with a station from one of the South African provinces counts 
for five points. Each DX contact counts one point. 

Power multipliers: X 6: Power 5 watts or less; X 4: Power 50 watts or less; X 2: Power 
100 watts or less or X 1: Power greater than 100 watt. The power multiplier for an entry is de- 
termined by the maximum output power used by any transmitter used to complete any contact 
during the event. 

Provinces worked multiplier: A multiplier of one for each one of the 9 South African 
provinces worked (regardless of band) and one extra for working any station outside of the 9 
provinces i.e. DX. Refer to general rules para. 17 

Class multiplier: General stations, class multiplier of 1; Field stations single & multi, class 
multiplier of 3 

Miscellaneous Rules 


Y A person may not contact for QSO credit any station from which they also participate. 
Y A transmitter/receiver/transceiver used to contact one or more Field Day stations may 
not subsequently be used under any other call sign to participate in Field Day. 

Y Batteries may be charged while in use. The batteries must be charged from a power 
source other than commercial power mains. 

Y All stations for a single entry must be operated under one call sign
